Germans are now bcsciging the city. Heavy guns have been placed 
in position and continual shelling at long range is in progress. 
Meanwhile the German attacking infantry forces have been with- 
drawn and are lying to the left of the city. 
It is be- 


lieved they are awaiting siege guns to reduce the forts without 
the terrinc loss of life that has marked the conflict today. 


The German .shell fire has been deadly 
and accurate. Tho 


police have pressed into service every able-bodied man to check the 
flames and clear the streets ofdebris. 
Many non-combatants 


were killed today when German airships dropped bombs into the 
city. Belgium aviators made a futile attempt to capture or destroy 
the airships. Many wounded Germans are being cared for at Liege. 
No attempt has been made to take care of the killed and wounded 
who lay in heaps on the plains. It would bo suicide to attempt to 
reach them.
